Morden, Man., Dec, 13—Lawrence Gow- 
land was hanged at 747 this morning. 
The doomed man went to the seaffold 
without a tremor and all through the 
proceedings he showed great nerve, As 
early as six o’clock a number of persons 
had assembled outside the prison and be- 
fore daylight arrived those summoned 
as jurors had taken their places in the 
sheriff's office, As time went by a cer- 
tain nervousness seized those who were 
to be present and Sheriff Piggoot and the 
hangman were about the coolest men in 
the court. At 7.47 the Sheriff appeared 
at Gowland’s cell and asked him to fol- 
low him to the scaffold and without 
muttering a word the prisoner stood up 
and accompanied by his two jailors Jefe 
ais cell and joined in the procession, 

Kev, A. Wiley who had devoted much 
time in visiting the prisoner headed the 
procession and on the way to the seaf- 
fold read a lesson from the Anglican 
prayer book, and this added to the sol- 
emnity of the affair, The two jailers 
supported Gowland one on each side but

The latest biography of Edison, the 
great inventof, tells the story of a 
man who fought his way to success. 

The story more particularly of his 
earlier years, is most interesting, and 
With it the author gives us as the 
years go on a record of his experi 
ments—many disappointments, and 
his great successes, so far-reaching in 
helpinig the progress of the wor i 
Well-being and prosperity. Close npon 
sixty-one years ago Thomas Elva Ed 
ison Was born in the little town o 
Milan, Ohio, where his father resid 
ed. From his earliest years he war 
an inquiring youngster, always asking 
questions and requiring reasons, and 
When pushing matters too far he 
Would’ receive the answer, “T don’t 
know,”’ he demanded “Why den't you 
know?” Like many others of | th 
world’s great men he owes much o 
his success in life to the wisdom, lov 
and care of his mother. Edison’ 
own testimony is:— 

“IT did not have my mother very 
long, but in that length of time she 
cast over me an influence which ha 
lasted all my life. The good effect 
of her early training I can never lose 
If it had not been for her appreciation 
and her faith in me at @ certain tim 
in my experience, I should very likel; 
never have become an inventor.” 

Addled at School. 

At school, he tells us, he was care 
less, and always at the foot of hi 
class, “One day his teacher told th 
inspector that [ was ‘addled,’ an 
that it would not be worth while keep 
ing me at school any longer.’ Thi 
boy went home to his mother, ii 
tears, “Mother love was roused, moth 
er pride was wounded,” he says, “anc 
she took me back to the school anc 
angrily told the teacher that he di 
not know what he was talking about 
that I had more «brains than he ha 
himself.’’ From this time his teache 
was his mother, his school life onl; 
lasting three months. His mother, 
Canadian girl, had been a schoc 
teacher previous to her marriag: 
When he was about eleven years o 
age it occurred to him that he migh

Phonograph Wouldn't Cry. 

*He managed records of the baby’s 
language all right, but cry it wonld 
not, and the father’s only attempt to 
bring about the desired wail was a 
dire failure, Mr. Jones recounts 
many interesting incidents in connec- 
tion with the early days of the phono- 
graph, Next came “The Kinetoscope,” 
or moving pictures, not altogether an 
original invention, but vastly improv- 
ed from the Zoetrope, the little inven- 
tion which suggested the idea to Edi- 
son, Other inventions followed, such 
as the magnetiscore, separator, etc 
We are told that as far back as 1885 
Edison applied for a patent covering
